Motor traffic grows cut of its clothes faster than 
a 14-year-old boy. Sine#- the clothe* were cut out by 
guesswork iii the first place maladjustment is Hu­ 


mor© obvious for that reason. 
New Jersey is refitting its regulations concerning 
stop cigua in un interesting way. It may succeed tn 
setting a style that other ©fates will follow. 
The N# w York Traffic commission concluded from 
investigation* that there were too many stop signs 
in the stat*-. Promiscuous and unreasonable use of 
the sign©, it concluded further, was responsible for 
the fact that more than kb per cent of all motorists 
were failing to obey the signs. Of those motorists 
obeying, furthermore, nearly halt wera obliged to do 
so by Hie flow of traffic on the intersecting street. 
Tho stop signs may have meant something to them, 


but danger canoed them to stop. 
The traffic cnmmlwion, accordingly, recommend­ 
ed certain changes in the New Jersey traffic ac*, 
which were made. 
Tile principal points in tile 
chang**! part of the regulations are that all present 
stop signs are lo ho removed and that future signs 
regulating the flow of traffic into through streets 
shall read 'through street" instead of "stop siree!.'
